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A Call For Action 

Let us do our duty now. This is the time to build our 
■ barricades. Don’t wait until the enemy is upon us. 

The fall elections will soon be here. The plan of the state execu¬ 
tive committee is to begin the speaking campaign Sept. 1 and to con¬ 
tinue up to the election, Nov. 2. 

This leaves us but three months’ time to lay out the routes of the 
speakers.

Every local should begin immediately to lay out their plan of 
action.

To begin with, an admission fee should be charged to all lectures. 
Fix your dates far enough in advance so you will have plenty of time 
to sell your tickets. Make the admission fee a nominal one. say 10c. 

The sale of tickets will help advertise your meetings. This is the 
advice of every lecturer. Those meetings where an admission fee is 
charged, are invariably better attended than those that are£ffee. This 
advice is based upon actual experience. Give it a trial. ;-|

Your co-operation more than any¬ 
thing else will make the coming campaign a success. 

At your very next meeting decide on the number of lectures you 
wish to have, the names of the speakers you want, and if possible, the 
time when you want them. Let us not wait until the last moment. To 
delay means a lot of confusion and perhaps a sad disappointment after 
the votes are counted. Let us do our work now. Socialists should be 
practical.
